A ROMANTIC CAREER. : 

The donth is announced of. Abd-el-Kader 
at the age of 77. There was atime when 
the demise of this. abla-and spirited Arab 
* ehivf would have: been an important event 
for France, as assisting. thom. greatly in the 
+ conquest of Algeria, but for the last 34 years 
Ahi-el-Kader bad ceased to be an enemy of 
¥ronchmon, and probably few among the 
present raca of politicians have an exact ides 
of how formidable an adverséry he oncg was. 
was thee third son ofa. reverend Marabout 
chief of tho province of Oran, Sidi.e}-Mahid- 
div, and ‘was born near. Mascam in 1807. 
At an carly age be evinced a precocious 
intolligenca in expounding difficult passages 
of tho Kornn, while bis skill in borsemanbhip 
and in’ wielding the yatagan caused bin to 
ba regarded, bofore he was 16 years old, as 
ona of tho most) promising warriors of his 
trite. An anecdote is related ofhim which, 
whether true or legendary, shows id what 


general esteem he was beld,.-It ia related, 


that in bis 17th year his‘ father presented 
hin with a beautifal white horse, which was 
much coveted by & cliief named Yusuf. 
+ Proposals to.bay, the horse having ‘been 
dedined, Yusuf determined to obtain it ‘by 
stmtigem, One day, as Abd-el-Rader was 
riding near Oran, he beard # ‘cripplét old 
‘boggar crying lumentably to. hin. from the 
roadside, Night was,advaucing ; the beggar 
‘was ungble to walk, and he sought the young 
~ rider in the name 6£ the. Prophet to. carry 
. hiw to thé agighbouring town; Abd-el- 
Kader at. once dismounted and lifted the 


beggar into the saddle, but scarcaly tad be 
“done so when the unworthy Yueul disclosed 
‘ec his identity by spurring off and breaking into 
aloud, laugh. Abd-el-Kadler,, stood: epssch~ 
lew‘ for a'moment; then, putting both:hands 
tobis mouth, ho shouted ‘after the man who 
bad duped him--“ I give you the Rotas;but 
on condjtion that-you tell do'man how -you 
haye served mo, “You would disgust others 
from doing-good.’?. The story, o£ course, 
adds that Yusuf being struck by these words, 
turned rein panilently, gavo. back tha horse, 
and. raumainod, aver after, Abd-ol-Kader’s 
admiring friend, ‘Many romances of thie kind 
wore invented about, the son of Mabiddin; 
oud, they servo to explain -how:the Day of 
Algiers took alarm at. the young "man’s 
popularity and gought’ to have him killed.
